PRESENTATION  OF  A  REMONSTRANCE  AGAINST  THE  PROPOSED  NEW 

SCHOOL  LAW. 

Mi*.  Larremore  presented  the  following  draft  of  a  remon- 
strance to  the  Legislature  against  the  passage  of  a  bill  abolish- 
ing the  present  School  System  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and 
creating  a  Metropolitan  Board  of  Public  Instruction  in  place 
thereof. 

Which,  on  motion,  was  adopted. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  JVew  York : 

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  city  and  county  of  New  York, 
as  the  official  representatives  of  the  interests  of  public  instruc- 
tion therein,  respectfully  remonstrate  against  the  passage  of  the 
bill  now  before  your  Honorable  Body  for  the  repeal  of  the 
existing  law  relative  to  public  instruction  in  said  city,  and 
authorizing  the  appointment  by  the  Governor  and  Senate  of  a 
Commission,  to  be  known  as  the  Metropolitan  Board  of  Public 
Instruction  for  the  County  of  New  York,  for  the  following  rea- 
sons : 

1.  Because  the  Act  Amendatory  of  the  Act  relative  to  Com- 
mon Schools  in  said  city,  passed  April  25,  1864,  making  impor- 
tant changes  in  the  system  as  previously  existing  and  designed 
more  effectually  to  secure  its  efficiency,  has  but  recently  gone 
into  full  operation,  the  organization  provided  by  said  Act  hav- 
ing been  completed  only  on  the  1st  day  of  January  last.  So  far 
as  its  operations  have  gone  into  effect,  they  have,  it  is  believed, 
fully  and  satisfactorily  accomplished  the  purposes  for  which  they 
were  designed,  and  entirely  obviated  any  necessity  for  further 
legislation  at  this  time. 

2.  Because  it  is  conceded  that  the  public  school  system  of  the 
city  of  New  York,  as  it  now  exists,  is  superior  in  its  efficiency 
and  more  extended  in  its  operations  than  that  of  any  other 
county  in  this  State  or  city  in  the  Union  ;  that  more  ample  pro- 
vision has  been  made  for  the  education  of  its  youth,  and  a  more 
perfect  and  thorough  system  of  instruction  and  discipline  pro- 
vided. 

3.  Because  it  would  be  a  grievous  wrong  to  deprive  the  citi- 
zens of  the  city  of  New  York  of  the  right  conferred  upon  those 
of  every  other  county  of  the  State  of  selecting  the  officers  who 
control  the  education  of  their  children,  especially  when  it  is  con- 
ceded that  such  right  has  never  hitherto  been  abused. 

4.  They,  therefore,  respectfully  request  that  before  any  defi- 
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nite  action  shall  be  had  by  your  Honorable  Body  for  the  abro- 
gation or  modification  of  this  system,  the  members  of  the 
respective  committees  having  the  subject  in  charge  may  be 
authorized  and  required  personally  to  investigate  its  details  and 
practical  operations,  in  order  that  they  may  the  better  deter- 
mine whether  any,  and,  if  any,  what  necessity  exists  for  a  radi- 
cal change  in  the  system. 

Mr.  Larremore  offered  for  adoption  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  proceed 
to  Albany,  and  to  procure  counsel  and  take  such  other  action  as 
they  may  deem  just  and  proper  to  protect  the  present  School 
System  of  this  city  ;  and  that  they  also  be  authorized  to  invite 
the  President  of  the  College  of  the  City  of  New  York,  the  City 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  such  School  Officers  as  they  may 
think  necessary,  to  accompany  them. 

Adopted.

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  three  hundred 
and  ninety  one  dollars  ($13,391)  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  Grammar  School  House 
No.  41,  in  the  Ninth  W ard,  but  no  part  of  said  money  to  be 
paid  until  the  School  Officers  of  the  Ward  aforesaid  shall  have 
duly  filed  the  contract  to  be  entered  into  by  them  for  that  pur- 
pose, together  with  such  security  as  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the 
Finance  Committee,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  said  con- 
tract, and  against  the  lien  law,  nor  until  said  contract  shall  have 
been  approved  by  said  Committee,  as  to  the  form  thereof,  and 
the  amount  and  time  of  payment  of  the  instalments — the  work 
to  be  done  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  School 
Buildings  and  the  School  Officers  of  the  Ward,  and  no  payment 
to  be  made  except  upon  the  certificate  of  said  Superintendent 
that  the  work  has  been  done  in  a  satisfactory  manner.

The  President  laid  before  the  Board  the  following  communi- 
cation from  Commissioner  S.  Weir  Roosevelt,  which  was  or- 
dered to  be  entered  in  full  on  the  Journal : 

849  Broadway,  Jan.  30,  1867. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Education : 

Gentlemen, — Being  still  confined  to  the  house,  I  shall  be  un- 
able to  take  part  in  your  proceedings  this  afternoon,  and  I  have 
no  information  in  regard  to  the  precise  object  of  the  meeting  or 
the  course  you  may  determine  to  pursue  under  the  peculiar  cir- 
cumstances of  the  case.  The  fact  that  the  circumstances  are  so 
peculiar  is  my  excuse  for  addressing  this  communication  to  the 
Board.  My  own  term  of  office  expires  this  year,  and  I  have  no 
hope  of  ever  renewing  my  connection  with  the  schools.  What 
I  have  to  say  is  spoken,  therefore,  rather  in  the  character  of  a  wit- 
ness than  an  adviser.  The  first  question  is,  What  has  the  Board 
done,  or  left  undone,  to  deserve  annihilation?  I  have  not  yet 
heard  any  specifications  in  answer  to  this  question,  and  so  far 
as  the  public  are  concerned,  there  is  not  only  no  complaint,  but 
I  have  every  reason  to  believe  there  is  universal  pride  and  satis- 
faction in  the  conduct  and  condition  of  the  Public  Schools.  It 
is  said,  however,  to  be  the  desire  of  the  Legislature  that  at  least 
one  Board  in  this  city,  especially  one  having  in  charge  the  in- 
terests of  the  rising  generation,  should  be  free  from  the  taint  of 
party  politics.  During  the  whole  time  of  my  connection  with  this 
Board,  the  democratic  members  have  constituted  an  overwhelm- 
ing majority,,  and  I  was  known  from  the  beginning  to  be  an 
ultra  republican,  and  suspected  of  belonging  to  the  Citizens' 
Association.  I  desire  to  state  explicitly  and  emphatically  that 
in  no  action  or  appointment  of  the  Board  did  I  ever  detect  any 
party  bias  whatever.  I  never  saw  an  attempt  at  party  combina- 
tion on  any  subject,  and  I  never  heard  a  political  allusion  on 
the  floor  of  the  Board.  There  has  been  a  unanimous  inclination, 
both  in  the  committees  and  in  the  Board,  to  carry  out  the  views 
of  the  members  believed  to  be  best  qualified  by  education  or  ex- 
perience, without  reference  to  any  consideration  but  the  welfare 
of  the  schools.  How  the  desire  of  the  Legislature  is  to  be  car- 
ried out  might  be  a  matter  of  profound  and  embarrassing  specu- 
lation. But  this  question  it  is  not  my  province  to  discuss,  my 
only  object  being  to  do  the  Board  the  justice  of  testifying,  in 
common,  I  believe,  with  every  other  republican  member,  that 
we  have  invariably  received  at  your  hands  every  consideration 
we  personally  deserved,  and  have  never  on  any  occasion  been 
reminded  of  our  helpless  minority  and  lonely  political  position.

The  Finance  Committee  respectfully  report,  that  the  School 
Fund,  presented  to  this  Board,  and  by  it  submitted  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  in  October  last,  as  the  amount  required  to  con- 
duct the  Schools  for  1867,  is  $2,522,000  00.  In  addition  to 
this,  there  is  remaining  of  the  Fund  for  1866,  after  providing 
for  the  unpaid  appropriations  of  that  and  the  preceding  years, 
$33,443.68. 

Your  Committee  have  divided  these  sums,  to  be  appropriated 
for  the  several  current  purposes  of  the  Schools  and  for  special 
purposes,  into  such  amounts  as  are  required  by  the  By-Laws  and 
rules  of  the  Board,  and  as  the  expenditures  of  previous  years 
and  those  contemplated  this  year,  appear  to  demand.  The 
amount  proposed  to  be  reserved  for  special  appropriations,  is 
$340,443 . 68,  and  will  be  nearly  all  required  to  meet  the  pay- 
ments for  the  new  buildings  which  the  Board  has  authorized  or 
contemplates  authorizing  to  be  erected,  and  for  furnishing  and 
heating  them  ;  and  your  Committee  cannot  avoid  renewing  the 
suggestions  made  last  year,  that  the  Board  defer  all  propositions 
likely  to  cause  an  expenditure  or  liability  in  excess  of  this 
amount;  however  desirable  their  accomplishment  may  seem, 
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that  the  position  of  freedom  from  debt,  nowreaclied,  after  many 
years  of  embarrassment,  may  not  be  disturbed.

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COMMUNICATION  FROM  THE  CITY  SUPERINTENDENT. 

The  President  laid  before  the  Board  the  following  communi- 
cation from  the  City  Superintendent  of  Schools,  relative  to  the 
Evening  Schools. 

City  Superintendent's  Office, 

New  York,  March  6th,  1867. 

To  the  Hon.  the  Board  of  Education : 

In  compliance  with  the  By-Laws  of  the  Board  in  reference  to 
Evening  Schools,  I  have  the  honor  respectfully  to  report : 

That  on  the  first  day  of  October  last,  twenty-six  Evening 
Schools  were  duly  organized,  and  went  into  operation  ;  of  which 
13  were  for  the  instruction  of  male  pupils  only,  11  for  female 
pupils,  and  2  for  colored  pupils  of  both  sexes. 

The  Evening  High  School,  for  the  instruction  of  a  more  ad- 
vanced class  of  male  pupils,  was  soon  afterwards  organized,  with 
an  attendance  of  upwards  ot  700  pupils,  and  is  still  in  session, 
with  an  average  attendance  of  about  five  hundred. 

The  average  attendance  of  pupils  in  the  thirteen  Evening 
Schools  for  boys,  during  the  month  of  October,  was  5,565  ;  in  the 
eleven  Schools  for  girls,  3,232 ;  and  in  the  two  colored  Schools, 
142 ;  making  a  total  average  for  that  month  of  8,939 ;  which 
was  diminished  in  November  to  7,673,  in  December  to  6,111, 
and  in  January  to  5,368. 

All  the  schools  were  visited  by  the  Committee  of  the  Board, 
and  by  the  City  Superintendent  and  his  assistants,  repeatedly 
during  the  term,  and  during  the  month  of  January,  the  several 
classes,  with  the  exception  of  those  of  the  High  School,  were 
examined  in  the  various  branches  of  study  pursued.  The  re- 
sults of  these  examinations  were  highly  satisfactory  ;  indicating 
a  decided  proficiency  in  scholarship,  regularity  of  atteudance> 
and  good  order  and  conduct.  The  number  of  pupils  examined 
was  3,976,  and  the  number  of  diplomas  granted  3,956.  The 
average  percentage  of  scholarship  in  the  Female  Evening 
Schools  was  82|- ,  and  in  the  Male  Evening  Schools  77f  ;  chiefly 
in  the  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  Grammar  School  grades.  De- 
tailed reports  of  the  progress  and  condition  of  each  school  are 
herewith  transmitted. 
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Upon  the  whole,  the  new  system  organized  by  the  Board  has 
proved  eminently  successful,  not  only  in  a  higher  degree  of 
scholarship,  but  in  a  greater  regularity  of  attendance,  and  su- 
perior order  and  practical  efficiency,  in  all  respects.  The  High 
School  has  supplied  a  want  long  experienced,  for  a  more  ad- 
vanced course  of  instruction,  and  thus  far  has  successfully  ac- 
complished the  object  for  which  it  was  organized.  A  similar 
institution  in  the  eastern  portion  of  the  city  should  be  estab- 
lished ;  and  if  it  is  deemed  expedient  to  re-open  the  several 
schools  after  the  holidays,  an  extension  of  the  term  for  an  ad- 
ditional month  would,  in  my  judgment,  be  decidedly  beneficial. 
I  would  also  recommend  the  extension  of  the  time  now  required 
for  enrolling  pupils,  to  two  weeks  preceding  the  opening  of 
such  schools,  instead  of  one,  as  now  provided  ;  and  such  a  modi- 
fication of  the  qualifications  required  of  female  teachers  in  Male 
Schools,  as  to  permit  the  appointment  of  Principals  and  Vice- 
Principals  of  Female  Grammar  or  Primary  Schools,  subject,  as 
at  present,  to  a  special  certificate  from  this  Department  of  com- 
petency and  fitness.

CHAPTER  287. 

An  Act  relative  to  Common  Schools  in  the  city  of  New  York. 
Passed  April  9,  1867,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Sec.  1.  The  last  clause  of  the  first  subdivision  of  the  third 
section  of  the  act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  amend,  consolidate  and 
reduce  to  one  act  the  various  acts  relative  to  Common  Schools 
of  the  city  of  New  York,"  passed  July  third,  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-one,  as  amended  by  the  ninth  section  of  an  act  entitled 
"  An  Act  relative  to  Common  Schools  in  the  city  of  New  York," 
passed  June  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-three,  as  amended 
by  an  act  entitled  "  An  Act  relative  to  Common  Schools  in  the 
city  of  New  York,"  passed  April  fifteenth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-three,  as  amended  by  an  "  Act  relative  to  Common 
Schools  in  the  city  of  New  York,"  passed  March  third,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-five,  be  further  amended  by  inserting  therein 
the  word  "  ten  "  instead  of  "  eight,"  so  that  said  section  shall 
read  as  follows : 

"  But  the  aggregate  amount  so  reported  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  ten  dollars  for  each  pupil  who  shall  have  actually  at- 
tended and  been  taught  the  preceding  year  in  the  Schools  en- 
titled to  participate  in  the  apportionment."  And  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  the  county  of  New  York  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  raise  and  collect  by  taxation,  in  the  year  one 
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thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  such  sum  as  may  be 
reported  to  them  by  said  Board  of  Education,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  June  in  said  year,  provided  the  sum  so  re- 
ported does  not  exceed  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  two  dollars 
for  each  pupil  who  shall  have  actually  attended  and  been  taught 
during  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-six,  in 
the  Schools  entitled  to  participate  in  the  apportionment  afore- 
said ;  and  said  sum  to  be  in  addition  to  the  amount  heretofore 
reported  to  them  by  said  Board  of  Education  for  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  first  subdivision  of  section  three  of  the  Act  which  is  hereby 
amended.  Provided  however,  that  the  said  increased  amount 
shall  be  wholly  expended  in  purchasing  sites,  erecting  and  fur- 
nishing School  Houses,  and  at  least  one-half  thereof  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  children  in  the  Primary  Department.  There 
shall  be  appropriated  fifty  thousand  dollars  for  each  of  the  years 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven  and  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-eight,  from  the  moneys  to  be  raised  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  for  the  building  and  erection  of  a  School  Building 
for  colored  children,  the  said  building  to  be  erected  by  the 
Board  of  Education  as  other  school  buildings  are  erected. 

§  2.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

The  total  amount  authorized  to  be  raised  this  year  by  this 
amended  Act,  as  appears  by  the  sworn  returns  of  the  Princi- 
pals of  the  Schools,  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  this 
Board,  and  as  reported  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  An- 
nual Estimate  made  in  October  last,  at  the  rate  of  two  dollars 
per  scholar  is,  on  two  hundred  and  eight  thousand  six  hundred 
and  seventy-four  (20S.674)  pupils,  four  hundred  and  seventeen 
thousand  three  hundred  and  forty-eight  dollars  ($417,348). 

The  restrictions  placed  by  the  Legislature  upon  the  expendi- 
ture of  this  money  are  mainly  in  accordance  with  the  views  of 
the  Board,  whose  desire  and  intentions,  often  expressed,  to  sup- 
ply more  extended  school  accommodations  for  the  rapidly  in- 
creasing population  of  our  city,  by  providing  buildings  and 
especially  primary  buildings,  have  been  much  restricted  of  late 
years,  by  the  want  of  funds  sufficient  for  the  purpose,  after  pro- 
viding for  the  salaries  of  the  teachers  to  the  extent  demanded  by 
the  costs  of  living,  in  a  city  where  such  cost  exceeds  any  other 
city  in  the  world.  The  amount  granted  by  the  Act  will  un- 
doubtedly be  required,  as  the  applications  for  school  accommoda- 
tions already  made  to  the  Board  by  local  Boards,  and  those  con- 
templated, will  much  more  than  absorb  this  amount  in  addition 
to  that  already  set  apart  from  the  regular  fund  for  the  same  pur- 
poses.

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To  the  Board  of  Education : 

The  Finance  Committee  deem  the  close  of  the  half  year's 
operations  of  the  Board  a  fitting  time  to  call  its  attention  to  the 
condition  of  that  portion  of  the  School  Fund  for  the  year,  "  set 
apart  and  reserved  "  for  special  purposes. 

The  sum  reserved  originally  lrom  the  general  fund  was, 
$340,443  ;  the  sum  raised  under  the  Act  of  9th  April  last,  for 
new  buildings,  sites,  &c,  amounted  to  $417,348  ;  from  it  is  re- 
served, by  the  Act,  $50,000,  for  erecting  a  building  for  the  use 
of  colored  children,  leaving  of  this  fund  applicable  to  other  new 
buildings,  sites,  &c,  one  half  for  the  accommodation  of  primary 
children,  $367,348 ;  making  a  total  for  special  purposes  of 
$707,791.  From  this  there  has  been  transferred,  to  meet  the 
authorized  increase  of  the  salaries  of  Principals  and  Vice-Princi- 
pals of  the  Female  and  Primary  Schools,  and  to  insure  sufficient 
appropriations  for  teachers'  salaries  to  meet  all  contingencies, 
$75,000.  The  appropriations  made  for  sites,  buildings,  repairs, 
furniture,  &e.,  including  those  authorized  at  this  meeting, 
amount  to  $535,100,  leaving  unappropriated  to  meet  the  pro- 
posed site  and  building  in  the  Fourth  Ward,  and  the  altering 
and  furnishing  it,  and  for  the  furnishing,  heating  apparatus, 
&c,  of  buildings  now  erecting  or  about  being  erected  and  re- 
paired, and  to  cover  all  applications  that  may  hereafter  be  pre- 
sented, the  sum  of  $97,291  ;  of  this  sum  $57,635  is  of  the  fund 
to  be  specifically  applied  by  the  Act  of  9th  of  April,  and  the  re- 
mainder, $39,656,  is  all  that  can  now  be  used  for  general  pur- 
poses. 

The  applications  before  the  Board,  and  the  demands  that  are 
anticipated,  will  exhaust  all  the  funds  devoted  to  special  appro- 
priations. Your  Committee,  in  the  exercise  of  the  duty  con- 
fided to  it,  of  supervising  the  expenditures  of  the  Board,  invite 
your  earnest  attention  to  this  statement,  trusting  that  it  will  not 
only  deter  the  presentation  of  any  further  propositions  to  the 
Board  requiring  large  appropriations  or  expenditures,  but  in- 
duce the  Committees  having  charge  by  reference,  of  such  propo- 
sitions, to  defer  their  consideration  until  such  time  as  the  Board 
may  be  able  to  give  them  a  favorable  consideration  without 
subjecting  its  financial  administration  to  embarrassment,  and 
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itself  to  the  mortification  of  incurring  an  indebtedness  beyond 
the  fund  for  the  year,  and  inviting  unfavorable  criticism  by  so 


doing.

information  as  may  in  their  opinion  tend  to  secure  the  health 
and  comfort  of  pupils  and  teachers  and  economy  in  the  erection 
and  care  of  the  various  School  Buildings." 

And  accompanied  with  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  office  of  Superintendent  of  School  Buildings 
be,  and  it  hereby  is  abolished,  and  a  Department  to  be  known 
as  the  Department  of  Buildings  and  Repairs  is  hereby  created.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  examine  all 
Buildings  under  the  control  of  this  Board,  in  reference  to  their 
safety,  general  condition  as  to  repairs,  and  the  necessity  of  altera- 
tion or  improvement,  and  report  the  result  of  such  examinations 
to  the  respective  Boards  of  Trustees  and  the  Inspectors  of  Com- 
mon Schools,  in  whose  District  the  Buildings  are  located,  and  to 
this  Board,  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  June  in  each  year,  and 
oftener,  if  in  his  opinion  the  interests  of  the  School  system  re- 
quire it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent,  when  requisitions 
are  made  by  the  Trustees  of  Schools  to  him,  in  pursuance  of  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Board,  for  the  performance  of  any  work  in  and 
about  any  School  House,  to  keep  a  record  of  the  same,  and  be- 
fore authorizing  or  performing  any  such  work  or  furnishing  any 
materials,  to  notify  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  who  shall  certify,  in 
Avriting,  that  there  is  sufficient  money  to  the  credit  of  said  Ward 
or  School  Building  to  authorize  the  expenditure  required,  and  no 
liability  whatsoever  shall  be  incurred  except  in  pursuance  of  the 
By-Laws  or  by  direction  of  this  Board. 

The  Superintendent  shall  also  have  the  care  of  the  workmen 
employed,  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation and  the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings.  The 
wages  of  workmen,  and  bills  for  materials  used  in  the  workshop, 
shall  be  paid  on  the  approval  of  said  Committee.  The  Clerk 
shall  provide  the  requisite  books,  in  which  a  full  and  complete 
record  of  the  transactions  of  the  Department  shall  be  kept. 
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DUTIES  OF  THE  ENGINEER. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Engineer  to  examine  all  the  heat- 
ing and  ventilating  apparatus  used  in  the  School  Buildings  under 
the  control  of  the  Board,  in  reference  to  their  capacity  to  heat 
and  ventilate  the  building?,  their  safety,  and  condition  as  to  re- 
pairs, and  the  care  and  economy  shown  in  their  management  by 
the  Janitors  having  them  in  charge,  and  to  report  the  result  of 
such  examinations  to  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings  and 
Repairs,  and  no  Janitor  shall  be  employed  in  any  School  Build- 
ing unless  he  has  a  certificate  of  qualification,  signed  by  the 
Engineer,  in  the  following  form : 

I,  A  B,  Engineer  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of 
New  York,  do  hereby  certify  that  C  D  has  been  by  me  duly 
examined,  and  found  qualified  in  respect  to  character,  sobriety,

[or  Janitress,]  of  School  House.

To  the  Board  of  Education : 

The  Finance  Committee,  in  pursuance  of  their  duty,  herewith 
submit  an  estimate  of  the  amount  required  to  maintain  the 
Schools  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  the 
year  1868,  and  to  provide  the  additional  School  facilities  re- 
quired by  the  increase  of  population  of  this  city,  and  the  grow- 
ing popularity  of  the  Public  Schools. 

Your  Committee  have  carefully  considered  the  subject,  and 
arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  the  sum  of  two  million  nine  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  ($2,900,000)  will  be  required  to  properly 
care  for  the  Schools  for  the  year  1868.  This  sum  is  $89,000 
less  than  the  law  permits  the  Board  to  expend,  and  $39,348  less 
than  the  estimate  for  the  same  objects  for  the  present  year. 

Your  Committee  submit  the  basis  upon  which  the  subjoined 
estimate  is  made,  showing  the  sources  from  which  the  fund  is 
derived.

To  the  Hon.  Board  of  Education  : 

Gentlemen, — Being  unable  to  be  present  in  the  body,  I  ask 
leave  to  address  in  writing  a  few  farewell  words  to  my  old  com- 
panions-in-arms,  who  for  some  years  have  trodden  with  me  the 
lowly  path,  and  discharged  the  humble  duties  of  members  of 
the  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of  New  York.  When  I 
speak  of  a  lowly  path,  and  of  humble  duties,  I  wish  to  be  under- 
stood as  speaking  only  in  a  political  sense.  I  refer  only  to  the 
cruel  indifference  displayed  by  the  general  public  toward  our- 
selves individually  and  our  Board.  Our  fellow-citizens  seem  to 
regard  the  great  public  buildings  springing  up  before  their  eyes 
in  every  Ward,  as  natural  productions  of  New  York  soil,  and 
our  elaborate  School  System  as  a  spontaneous  growth  of  New 
York  atmosphere,  built  up  without  hands,  or  rather  without 
votes,    We  are  never  publicly  praised,  and  what  is  worse,  we 
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are  seldom  publicly  abused.  Even  the  Citizens'  Association 
does  not  think  it  worth  while  to  write  us  a  letter,  yet  at  first, 
the  office  of  School  Commissioner  seems  important  and  respon- 
sible. We  have  entire  charge  of  the  people's  children,  on  whom, 
our  school  readers  tell  us,  the  foundations  of  the  Republic  are 
laid.  Nearly  three  millions  of  greenbacks  extracted  from  tax- 
payers, annually  pass  through  our  hands,  and  we  have  already 
been  in  the  habit  of  letting  the  public  have  the  benefit  of  some 
of  this  money.  Nine-tenths  of  our  teachers  are  ladies,  with  whom 
we  must  deal  in  a  purely  business  manner,  painfully  laying 
aside,  as  School  Officers,  the  chivalric  feeling  in  behalf  of  the 
weaker  sex  which  is  the  most  ornamental  result  of  American 
institutions,  and  is  inborn  and  instinctive  in  every  manly  bosom. 
We  must  be  deaf  to  female  tears  and  blind  to  female  smiles — 
insensible  to  female  gossip  and  immovable  to  female  intrigue  ; 
while  we  have  no  public  to  appreciate  our  financial  temptations, 
or  sympathize  with  our  feminine  trials,  and  no  constituents  to  re- 
ward us  by  re-election,  yet  our  office  has  consolations  and  rewards 
of  its  own.  We  have  assisted  in  improving  a  School  System 
which  is  the  pride  of  New  York  city,  and  the  envy  of  smaller 
States.  We  rejoice  in  possessing  a  body  of  teachers,  male  and 
female,  of  unsurpassed  efficiency  ;  a  corps  of  Superintendents  of 
unsurpassable  ability,  a  Clerk  of  inexpressible  excellence,  and  a 
President  whose  rulings  have  never  been  reversed,  and  whose 
countenance  is,  to  strangers,  the  most  prepossessing  feature  of 
our  Board.  I  bid  a  reluctant  farewell  to  the  members  of  the 
Board,  and  all  its  officers,  heartily  reciprocating  their  personal 
kindness  in  the  pasr,  and  hoping  in  the  future  to  retain  the 
friendship,  and  renew  in  private  life  the  valued  acquaintance  of 
all  whom  1  now  part  with,  officially,  forever.
